- Written at Battle 
Abbey in Sussex at the beginning of the fifteenth century with additions to 1512. Acquired by Sir Anthony Browne who 
purchased Battle Abbey in 1538-39. Passed to his son, created Viscount Montague in 1554; ex libris on f. 4, "Iste liber 
attinet Anthonio Browne vic. mountague." Remained in the family until 1721 when it was sold with the abbey to Sir Thomas 
Webster . The Battle Abbey muniments were sold in 1835 by Sir Godfrey Webster, 5th Bart., to Thomas Thorpe, Descriptive 
Catalogue, London 1835, pp. 1-2. Purchased by Sir Thomas Phillipps: Phillipps no. 9929 on spine and on f. 1. Acquired with 
the Battle Abbey papers from the Phillipps estate by Henry E. Huntington through A. S. W. Rosenbach in 1923. - T. Thorpe, 
Descriptive Catalogue of the . . .

(formerly Phillipps 9930 vol. 2), an abstract of which done by William Hayley in 1762 is found in London, Brit. Lib., 
Add. 63468, ff. 84-165.
